and cultivate eon vernation. 
At thir­ 
ty ho was to enter public life, having 
previously made Hjnss'bee, studied 
state affairs and advanced m history, 
law ami eloquence 
‘‘1 am fully con­ 
vinced,” be wrote, at tbe age of 
thirty four, to I> »rd Althorpe, “ that 
an Englishman's real iinjsirtance in 
bis country will always L> in a com* 
pound ratio of bis virtue, bis knowl­ 
edge aud his eloquence, without all of 


which qualities little real utility can 
result from either of them aj*art " 
f ie also thought that “ a virtuous 
and knowing man, who has no nut 
ural »iiqiediineut, may by hahit ac 
quire jwcfect eloquence.” Lord Gran­ 
by, however (the famous m arkis), 
“ will never lie eloquent until he is 
less mmlest.” And then, in 1 777, 
while Chatham, For and Burke were 
all in parliament, Jones grieves “ that 
our senate is dwindled inty a school 
of rhetoric, where men rise to dm 
play their uhihties rather than to de 
liberate, and wish to be adm im l 


wiinoui nopmg to con vine«*." 
But to go on with our audiometer. 
At thirty live the “ civil knowledge" 
is to be "m ature” and the “ elo­ 
quen ce |ierfect 
from that age to 
forty five ‘ nutionul rights" are die 
fended, “ the learned protected, the 
virtuous assist»sI, science improved, 
fine arts i ml run oil'd and laws enacted 
and 
supjsiitiil ” The andromutef 
man, having done all this, at forty- 
five attends to “ the government and 
his family, education of his children, 
firmness as a jmtriot and virtue as a 
citizen,” the last culminating at fifty 


years 
Betw'ceil fifty and fifty fi 
ve 
he m to couijsme historical, orator 
leal, philosophical }h*1 iticu! and math 
ematicaJ works, and from fifty five 
to sixty “ continue former pursuits.” 
At sixty he would begin t*» enjoy 
the f ruits of his lalsirs “a glorious 
retirement, an amiable family, uni 
versal resjM*ct and eonm'iuiianesa of a 
virtuous life.” 
Sir William Jones himself never 
got into parliament, nor did he at 
tain the fifty years, dying in India 
at the age of fo rty» ight in 1 7 94 . 
But ho was vigilant as a magistrate , 


i 
n in as a patriot and virtuous as a 
citizen, and he ontnimMcd most of thö 
works he mentioned. 
Indm-d, “ being 
made jn-j feel in a short time, he ful­ 
filled a long time.” He was not 
without the Englishman's desire for 
money, and said by the time ho was 
twenty eight la* luqtcd to Is» worth 
¿'20,000 by the praetiee of the law. 
He had un-mnulutcd much more 
than thU at forty eight, betudes a 
gveat deal of renown. 
But 1 do not 
sis* any pounds, shillings or pence i u 
thi* andrometer.—Boston Advertiser.
